dent Wilson yesterday offered Amer- 
ica's Declaration of Independence. to 
the peoples of the world, with a. pledge 
that the United States and its allies 
will not sheath the sword in the war 
against the central powers until there 
is settled "once for all" for the world, 
what was settled for America in 1776. 


Foreign-born citizens of the United 


States, 33 nationalists, who had placed 
wreaths of palms on the tomb in token 
of fealty to the principles laid downi oy 
the Father o£ His Country, cried then 
aporoval of his words in many lan- 
guages and then stood with reverently 
bared heads while the voice of John 
McCormack soared over the hallowed 
ground in the notes of "The Star Span- 
gled Banner."

Mr. Fuller said he 
realized that if he ran for lieutenant- 
governor he would have, opposing can- 
didates in the persons of Cox and Ham 
but, he added, "I like a good fight and 
I'm not afraid."

BY BURGEONS AT CAMP

CAMP DEVENS, July 4.—Nearly 850 


draftees have bean rejected of 6400 sent 
here by the New England states In 
the last quota t«'o weeks ago. This 18 
slightly more than 15 per cent., the 
highest percentage of physical rejec- 
tions In any tiuota, it is believed. 


The figures were compiled from re- 


ports turned .in to Capt. Arthur II. 
Whitman of Melrose, camp personnel 
otlicer, by the examining surgeons; and 
Lieut. Col. C. C. McCornick, camp sur- 
geon, traces the high percentage to a 
ruling made some weeks ago that many 
borderline cases formerly treated in 
base hospitals must be rejected. 


Poor, teeth, hernia, flat feet, under- 


weight and a number of other physi- 
cal defects which did not cause rejec- 
tion under the old ruling are1 now con- 
sidered cause for rejection. From some 
draft board quotas five men out of 20 
have been sent bach. 
It is not difficult to see the reason 


for tightening up on the physical re- 
quirements. The cantonment hospitals 
throughout the country have been fill- 
ing up with men accepted in the army, 
even though they 
had 
what 
were 


termed "remedial defects." 
One camp 


hospital was performing 30 operation? 
a day in an attempt to catch up with 
the work. 
Too Many Doubtful Case» 


The number of men in divisions not 


up to overseas standards began swell- 
ing all out of proportion to the num- 
ber of jobs in the army open to these 
"domestic service only" men. 
So the 


war department has shut down on the 
"borderline cases;" they are not be- 
ing kept here; and so far S30 of the 
men who came in the last draft, think- 
ing they had left home for good until 
the end of the war, have been sent 
back to look for their old jobs and to 
explain the goodbys they said at home.

We are having great weather here 
now. 
The sun shines every day and 
rain is unknown to us now.

Everything is all 
dried up now and the country looks 
as though it were inhabited by un- 
civilized 
people.

civilians are 
content to let things lay around. They 
say the war has been the cause of 
all the rubbish around. 
This letter won't be very long as I 
haven't much news or nothing to tell 
about.

The American-Jewish Relief 


Committee Campaign 


The campaign for funds to he ap- 


plied toward the alleviation of the 
suffering of the Jews in war-ripped 
countries has begun. Sums larger than 
those given last year have already been 
raised in many cities. Drives for in- 
creased contributions to the fund are 
being planned for every state in the 
Union. Jacob Billikopf, executive di-- 
rector of the American Jewish relief 
committee, of which Louis Marshall 13 
chairman, has issued a statement tell- 
ing of the committee's plans for this 
year.

mate exactly what will be the aum 
needed during the present year for the 
purpose of Jewish war relief In Eu- 
rope und Palestine.'

America's Declaration of Independence, 
and the reiteration of America's pur- 
pose to permit "no compromise" in the 
issues now at stake, made by President 
Wileon in his Fourth of July address 
at Slount Vernon, were endorsed today 
by officials and diplomats here.

Aa soon as the worms appear 


spray with arsenate of lead powder. 
one ounce to six quarts of water in 
which an ounce or two of laundry or 
other soap has been dissolved. Resin 
fish oil soap is good for this purpose. 
It is sold by seedsmen. The leaves are 
jo shiny and smooth that 
the 
spray 


loes not stick to them very well with- 
out the soap in it. 


After the heads form, use pyrethrum. 


me ounce to two gallons of water, as 


Lhis is not poisonous to people but is 
poisonous to the worms. While there 
may be no danger from usinar arsenate 
of lead on the heads it is safer not to 
use it on them. Further details on this

Sod ground is usually full of them and 
if such ground must be used for cab- 
bage look out for cutworms. Spread 
poisoned bran mash over the ground a 
few days before the plants are set out 
and the worms will eat it and die.

SULTAN DEAD 


Mohammed 
V. of Turkey 


Was 
Held 
a 
Prisoner 


for 33 Years 


He 
Then 
Ascended 
the 


Throne 
by 
a 


d'etat in 1909 


Coup 


AMSTERDAM, July 5.—Mohammed 


V.. sultan of Turkey, died at 7 o'clock 
Wednesday night, says a Constantino- 
ple despatch received here yesterday 
by way of Vienna, 


Mohammed V., 35th sovereign of 


Turkey in direct descent of the House 
of Osman. founder of the empire, came 
to the throne hy a coup d' etat on 
April 27. 1909, after having been held 
for 33 years a prisoner by his brother, 
Sultan Abdul II., in the royal palace 
and gardens in Constantinople. 
The 
scheming Abdul II. intended that his 
own son. Prince Burhan Edine, de- 
scribed as the most brilliant and gifted 
of the princes of the House of Osman. 
should succeed him. But this 
plan 
was thwarted when parliament deposed 
Abdul and placed his prisoner brother, 
Mohammed Reschad Effendi, 
on 
the 


throne as Mohammed V. 
The Sheik-ul-Ishlam, head 
of 
the 


Moslem church, drew up the decree of 
deposition, which passed 
parliament 


without a dissenting voice. Five min- 
utes later, Mohammed, who during his 
imprisonment had had no experience in 
the duties of government, being pur- 
posely denied education in such mat- 
ters by his brother, was declared sul- 
tan. The same afternoon he took the 
oath of fidelity to the Turkish consti- 
tution and 101 guns proclaimed the 
new sovereign. 
Mohammed V. was born in Constan- 


tinople Nov. 3, 1S45. He was of 
a 
studious disposition and read widely 
in Turkish literature. His long im- 
prisonment with lack of exercise and 
rich living undermined his health and 
several times he was reported dead or 
seriously ill. His appearance showed 
the ravages of time and the worries 
of an unsteady throne. By his 
en- 


forced seclusion he was totally unfit 
for public life and is reported to have 
said regarding it: "During my impris- 
onment of 33 years my enemies _ have 
slandered me and called me a madman 
bordering on imbecility." 
He was 
characterized as good-natured, weak 
and ingenuous, with an almost Infantile 
curiosity, and of a religious nature.

THE 
COMING DRIVE 


The Allies In the present case are 


not waiting until Germany is ready 
to strike, they are striking at many 
points and harassing the enemy quite 
severely. 
Indeed 
in the past 
two 


weeks they have done splendid work 
in retaking several important positions 
captured by the enemy in the recent 
drives. 


Germany relies upon prisoners re- 


leased from Kussia to offset the addi- 
tion of the American forces in the 
coming drive. These men are not in a 
condition to fight and if 
they were, 


they have not the spirit or the enthusi- 
asm necessary to enable them to stand 
tip before the best troops of the allied 
armies. 


We venture to predict that despite 


the great preparations being made by 
Germany, the coming drive will be 
more disastrous to her and fully as 
futile as those of recent months in 
which she made a desperate effort to 
terminate the war. Xot since the op- 
ening of the war have the Allies been 
so buoyed up, so confident and so de- 
termined to administer a crushing de- 
feat to the Boches. 


THE MILL STRIKE

WASHINGTON, July 5.—From the 


shadow of Washington's tomb Presi- 
dent Wilson yesterday offered Amer- 
ica's Peclaration of Independence to 
the peoples of the world, with a pledge 
that the United States and its.allies 
will not sheath the sword in the war 
against the central powers until there 
Is settled "once for all" for the world, 
what was settled for America in 1776. 


Foreign-born citizens of the United 


States, 33 nationalists, who had placed 
wreaths of palms, on the tomb in token 
of fealty to the principles laid down by 
the Father of His, Country, cried their 
approval of his words in many lan- 
guages and then stood with reverently 
bared heads while the voice of John 
McCormack soared over the hallowed 
ground in the notes of "The Star Span- 
gled Banner." 
-Washington and his associates, like 
the Barcns at Runnymede, spoke and 
acted, not for a class, but tor a people/' 
the president said,

governed for all readjustments, the sa- 
credness of treaties and the organiza- 
tion of a league of peace. 


He further forestalled any offers .of 
peace by compromise which the central 
powers may make by announcing that 
the purposes for which the 
United 
Stales is sending millions of its men 
to the trenches may not be 
fulfilled 


around a council table. 
To Free Russia From Germany 


"These great ends cannot be accom- 


plished by debating." the 
president 


asserted, "and seeking to reconcile and 
accommodate 
what statesmen may 


wish, with their projects for balances 
of power and of national opportunity. 
"They can be realized only by the 


determination of what 
the 
thinking 


peo'ples of the world desire, with their 
onging hope for justice and for social 
freedom and opportunity." 
Throughout his address the president

landholders and merchants and men of

Col. C. C. McCornick. camp sur- 
geon, traces the high percentage to a 
ruling made Borne weeks ago that many 
borderline cases formerly treated In 
base hospitals must be rejected. 


Poor teeth, hernia, flat feet, under- 


weight and a number of other physi- 
cal defects which did not cause rejec- 
tion under the old ruling are now con- 
sidered, cause for rejection. From some 
draft board quotas five men out of 20 
have been sent back.

Too Many Doubtful Case» 


The number of men in divisions not 


up to overseas standards began swell- 
ing all out of proportion to the num- 
ber of jobs in the army open to these 
"domestic, service only" men. So the 
war department has shut down on the 
"borderline cases;" they are not be- 
ing kept here; and so far 830 of the 
men who came in the last draft, think- 
ing they had left home for good until 
the end of the war, have been sent 
back to look for their old jobs and to 
explain the goodbys they said at home. 


Also It is known that Gen. Pershing 


nas advised that men with the more 
serious types of flat feet could not 
be treated on the 
other 
side, and 


should be kept in America or not tak- 
en Into the army. 


Local selection boards will be able 


soon to readjust their examinations FO 
that these men will not be sent to 
camp.

RELIEF FUND 


The American-Jewish Relief 


Committee Campaign 


The campaign for funds to be ap- 


plied toward the alleviation of the 
suffering of the Jews in war-ripped 
countries has begun. Sums larger than 
those given last yenr have already been 
raised in many cities. Drives for in- 
creased contributions to the fund are 
being planned for every state In the 
Union. Jacob BilHkopf, executive di- 
rector of tha American Jewish relief 
committee, of which Louis Marshall is 
chairman, has Issued a statement tell- 
ing of the committee's plans for this 
year. 


"It is difficult at this time to esti- 


mate exactly what will be the sum 
needed during the present year for the 
purpose of Jewish war relief In Eu- 
rope and Palestine. Last year ten mil- 
lion dollars was fixed as the goal of 
American Jewry and tha goal was 
reached, but much more money will be 
required this year in order to expend 
relief that will be in any way adequate 
to the needs of the situation.

America's Declaration o£ Independence, 
and the reiteration of America's pur- 
pose to permit "no compromise" in the 
issues now at stake, made by President 
Wilson in his Fourth of July address 
at Mount Vernon. were endorsed today 
by officials and diplomats here.

The Mount Vernon address, it is 


pointed out by some officials, while not 
so specific as some of President Wil- 
son's previous addresses, constitutes in 
many ways the most forceful and clear 
cut statement at allied war aims that 
lie has given. 


French Comment <m Speech 


PARIS, July 5.—President Wilson's 


Independence day address at Mount 
Vernon is printed with great promi- 
nence by all the newspapers. Some of 
them single out special phrases to dis- 
play as slogans in the heaviest type at 
theTop of the front page; The amount 
of %pace devoted to recording the cele- 
brations in France, England and Amer- 
ica, averaging 10 to 12 columns, obliges 
most of the editorial^ writers to post- 
pone until tomorrow'comment on the 
speech. 
The Petit Parisien says: 
"In soulful phrases President Wilson 


portrays the deep meaning of the an- 
niversary which France celebrated yes- 
terday with all the allies of the great 
\mericah nation. The noble spirit who 
guides the destinies of the

trans-Atlantic republic disregards de- 
tails. He dominates as from a heighf, 
every situation, 
sometimes even the 


most obscure and most tragic, and sees 
only the broad aspects which comfort 
and calm." 


ROME, July 5.—Cardinal Sebastian 


Martinelli, prefect of the Sacred Heart 
congregation o£ rites and former papal 
delegate in the United States, is dead. 


Cardinal Martinelli was the second 


apostolic delegate to the United States, 
serving from 1896 to 1902, when he re- 
turned to Rome. He was born in San 
Anna, Italy, on Aug. 20, 1848, and was 
created a cardinal on April 15, 1901, 
during his service in the United States. 
From 1907 to' 1909. he was chamberlain 
of the Sacred college. He was ninth 
on the list of cardinal priests in order 
of precedence.

Put 2-inch collars around the stems 


o£ your cabbage plants and keep 
the 


cutworms away, advises today's bulle- 
tin from the national war garden com- 
mission. Let part of this paper collar 
extend below the ground. The worm 
cannot bite through and will move on 
in disgust. 
Cabbage 
worms come in 
various 


shades of green and are the young o£ 
the white butterflies so common around 
mudpuddles during the spring and sum- 
mer. 
They will soon riddle the cab- 


bage leaves making them .look like lace 
work. As soon as the worms appear 
spray with arsenate of lead powder, 
one ounce to six quarts of water in 
which an ounce or two of laundry or 
other soap has been dissolved. Resin 
fish oil soap is good for this purpose. 
It is sold by seedsmen. The leaves are 
io shiny and smooth that 
the 
spray 


does not stick to them very well with- 
out the soap in it. 
After the heads form, use pyretnrum. 


.me ounce to two gallons of water, as 
this is not poisonous to people but ;s 
poisonous to the worms. While there 
may he no danger from using arsenate 
if lead on the heads it is safer not to 
use it on them. Further details on till?

if vegetables are contained in the war 
garden manual which any reader of 
this paper can secure by simply writ- 
ing to the national war garden com- 
mission.

Mohammed V. of Turkey 


Was 
Held 
a 
Prisoner 


for 33 Years 


He 
Then 
Ascended 
the 


Throne 
by 
a 
Coup 


d'etat in 1909 


AMSTERDAM. July 5.—Mohammed 


V., sultan of Turkey, died at 7 o'cloc] 
Wednesday night, says a Constantino' 
pie despatch received here yesterday 
by way of Vienna, 


Mohammed V., 35th 
sovereign 


Turkey in direct descent of the House 
of Osman, founder of the empire, came 
to the throne by a coup d' etat on 
April 27, 1909, after having been held 
'or 33 years a prisoner by his brother 
Sultan Abdul II., in the royal palace 
and gardens in Constantinople. 
The 


scheming Abdul II. intended that his 
own son. Prince Burhan Edine, de- 
scribed as the most brilliant and gifted 
of the princes of the House of Osman 
should succeed him. But this 
plan 


was thwarted when parliament deposec 
Abdul and placed his prisoner brother 
Mohammed Reschad Effendi. 
on 
the 


throne as Mohammed V. 


The Shetk-ul-Ishlam, head of 
the 


Moslem church, drew up the decree of 
deposition, which passed 
parliament 


without a dissenting voice. Five min 
utes later, Mohammed, who during his 
'mprisonment had had no experience in 
:he duties of government, being pur- 
posely denied education in such mat- 
.ers by his brother, was declared sul- 
tan. 
The same afternoon he took the 


oath of fidelity to the Turkish consti- 
tution and 101 guns proclaimed the 
new sovereign. 


Mohammed V. was born in Constan- 
inople Xov. 3, 1845. He was of 
a 
studious disposition and read widely 
n Turkish literature. His long im- 
prisonment with lack of exercise and 
rich living undermined his health and 
several times he was reported dead or 
seriously ill. His appearance showed 
he ravages of time and the worries 
of an unsteady throne. By his 
en- 
'orced seclusion he was totally unfit 
or public life and is reported to have 
aid regarding it: "During my impris- 
onment of 33 years my enemies have 
ilandered me and called me a. madman 
'ordering 
on 
Imbecility." 
He was 
:haracterized as good-natured, weak 
and ingenuous, with an almost infantile 
urloslty, and of a religious nature.
